California History-Social Science Framework” 

With the updating of the History-Social Science Framework, California has an 
opportunity to ensure that the historical contributions of all racial, ethnic and 
cultural groups are included in the rich education our students receive in history 
and social studies. We also have the opportunity and responsibility to fulfill the 
goal of the FAIR Education Act of 2012 that added two additional groups which 
have often been excluded from history: LGBT people and people with disabilities. 

In the spirit of fulfilling that goal, the California Teachers Association adds its 
support to the changes outlined in the comprehensive report called “Making the 
Framework FAIR: California History-Social Science Framework,” submitted by 
the Committee on LGBT History.
